THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1970  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1/71  from  the  Health  Department  of  the 
Welsh  Office. 

My  report  deals  with  statistics  and  the  social  conditions  of  the 
district,  the  general  provision  of  health  services  for  the  district,  pre- 
valence of  and  control  over  infectious  diseases,  tuberculosis,  venereal 
diseases,  housing  inspection  and  superv;sion  of  food,  atmospheric 
pollution,  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  (water  supply,  drainage 
and  sewerage,  public  cleansing,  sanitary  inspection,  domestic  pests 
and  rodent  control  and  the  anti-litter  campaign)  and  the  work  of  the 
public  health  inspectors. 


STATISTICS 

Population 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  is  given 
by  the  Office  of  the  Registrar  General  as  29,810. 


BIRTHS,  DEATHS  AND  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATES 

The  number  of  live  births  notifed  in  the  district  during  the 
year  was  570.  Of  the  570  births,  17  were  illegitimate  or  2.97%  of 
the  total  live  births.  In  1969  4.45%  of  the  total  live  births  were 
illegitimate. 

There  were  304  deaths  in  the  district,  150  males  and  154 
females. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  (deaths  under  1 year)  in  the 
district  was  6,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  11  per  1,000  live  births. 
There  were  5 stillbirths  and  3 deaths  of  infants  under  1 week.  The 
perinatal  mortality  rate  was  14  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


One  case  of  scarlet  fever,  1 case  of  whooping  cough,  2 cases 
of  acute  meningitis,  9 cases  of  food  poisoning,  11  cases  of  infective 
jaundice  and  100  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year. 
It  was  necessary  for  two  cases  of  measles,  1 case  of  infective  jaundice, 
3 cases  of  food  poisoning  and  2 cases  of  acute  meningitis  to  be  treated 
in  hospital. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year,  the  total  number  of  new  notifications  of 
tuberculosis  was  3.  One  was  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  two  non- 
respiratory  tuberculosis. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE 

There  were  10  new  cases  of  venereal  disease  in  the  district  in  1970 
(22  new  cases  in  1969),  2 cases  of  Gonorrhoea  and  8 cases  belonging 
to  a number  of  conditions  which  venerealogists  group  together  as 
“other  venreal  conditions”. 


SMALLPOX 

During  1970,  175  vaccinations  against  smallpox  were  carried 
out  in  the  district.  Of  this  total  118  (64  primary  and  54  revaccinations) 
were  carried  out  by  General  Practitioners  and  57  (49  primary  and 
8 revaccinations)  were  carried  out  in  the  clinics  of  our  district.  There 
were  no  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  district  in  1970. 


POLIOMYELITIS 

A total  of  573  anti-poliomyel;tis  doses  were  given  to  members 
of  the  public  in  our  district  during  the  year.  Of  this  total,  303  (163 
primary  and  140  booster  doses)  were  given  by  General  Practitioners 
and  270  (232  primary  and  38  booster  doses)  were  administered  at 
clinics.  There  were  no  notifications  of  poliomyelitis  during  the 
year  in  the  district. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH 


There  were  304  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  district  in  1970. 
174  deaths  or  57.23%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels.  50  deaths  or  16.44%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to 
malignant  disease,  17  of  which  were  of  malignancy  of  lung  and  bron- 
chus. Bronchitis  and  Emphysema  claimed  17  lives  and  other  dis- 
eases of  the  respiratory  system  including  pneumonia  20  lives. 


THE  WULFF  PLANT 
B.P.  CHEMCIALS  (U.K.)  LTD.,  SULLY 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Wulff  Plant  of  B.P.  Chemicals 
(U.K.)  Ltd.,  was  shut  down  as  part  of  the  arrangements  the  Company 
was  making  for  the  commissioning  of  the  enlarged  petroleum  chemicals 
complex  at  Baglan  Bay,  Port  Talbot.  The  Wulff  Plant,  which  con- 
verted naptha  into  acetylene  used  in  the  manufacture  of  vinyl  chloride 
monomer  (VCM),  began  operating  in  December  1966  and  by  the 
end  of  1970  the  Company  finally  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  had 
not  been  a success  from  a technical  point  of  view  and  that  it  never 
achieved  its  rated  output. 

Th’s  brought  to  an  end  complaints  of  smell  and  noise  emanating 
from  this  plant  sporadically  over  a period  of  4 years. 


POLLUTION 

In  my  report  of  last  year,  I referred  to  the  changing  environ- 
ment which  brings  into  focus  new  forms  of  pollution  and  which  require 
a new  expertise  and  different  skills  to  those  which  have  so  far  sufficed 
to  deal  with  the  insanitary  conditions  of  the  last  few  decades,  now 
happily  a thing  of  the  past  except  in  isolated  instances.  It  seems  to 
me  that  Pollution  in  its  broader  aspects  presents  problems  which  will 
engage  the  attention  of  legislators  for  some  time  to  come. 

In  previous  Annual  Reports,  I have  made  references  to  atmos- 
peric  pollutants  including  noise.  Definitive  action  on  noise  was 
called  for  and  may  be  on  the  way.  It  is  good  to  read  that  there  is 
sufficient  concern  for  the  public  and  frequent  references  are  now  to 
be  seen  to  the  desirability  of  modifications  to  aircraft  engines  to  reduce 
aircraft  noise  and  to  motor  cars  to  reduce  the  emission  of  noxious 
fumes. 
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But  this  is  an  island  country  and  our  district  has  a coastline 
In  the  search  for  newer  and  better  methods  of  refuse  disposal,  in  our 
interest  in  atmospheric  pollution  and  noise  abatement,  let  us  not 
forget  to  include  marine  pollution  in  our  comprehensive  concern  for 
the  environment. 

A very  large  amount  of  commercial  shipping  including  tankers 
normally  voyages  on  the  high  seas  and  on  waterways  surrounding  the 
coastline.  Pollution  of  the  coastline  can  arise  from  accidents  at  sea 
(the  Torrey-Canyon  disaster  is  an  example)  apart  from  the  deliberate 
discharge  of  oil  and  perhaps  other  noxious  substances  from  ships. 
There  is  an  awakening  to  the  spoilage  of  the  sea  from  substances  in 
waste  materials  from  rivers,  pipelines  as  well  as  dumping  by  ships. 

The  dilution  provided  by  the  sea  does  not  necessarily  guarantee 
that  no  damage  can  ever  be  done  to  sea  foods  consumed  by  the  public. 
Not  all  coastlines  are  equally  subject  to  pollution  nor  the  sea  evenly 
capable  of  ridding  itself  of  pollutants  by  dispersal.  The  presence  and 
the  type  of  industry,  of  rivers  and  such  like  variables  would  affect  the 
coastline  differently  at  various  points.  All  sources  of  pollution, 
most  especially  the  discharge  of  waste  from  factories,  must  be  checked. 

The  chemical  complexity  of  waste  products  reaching  the  sea 
through  various  routes  and  the  toxicity  of  such  substances  indicates 
that  legislation  must  be  constantly  under  review  to  protect  the  coastline. 

The  ecologist  will  advise  that  reducing  consumption  reduces 
waste  and  diminishes  pollution  and  so  improves  the  environment  and 
the  quality  of  life  and  he  postulates  that  the  essential  prerequisite  is  to 
take  the  long  term  view  and  reduce  populations  to  acceptable  levels. 

The  economist  on  the  other  hand  considers  it  equally  proper 
to  increase  consumer  demands  enabling  industry  to  benefit  from  the 
advantages  of  expanding  manufacture  and  that  an  increasing  pop- 
ulation is  desirable  and  supportable. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  needs  must  deal  with  the 
day  to  day  problems  of  healthful  living  of  community  groups  and  their 
environment  has  perforce  to  maintain  a sense  of  perspective  at  all 
times,  with  the  limited  means  at  his  disposal.  It  is  contended,  however, 
that  cleanliness  of  the  environment  is  an  emotive  subject  — and  it  is 
proper  that  this  should  be  so  — and  that  concern  for  the  public  must 
continue  as  now  to  be  foremost  in  the  minds  of  the  authorities  at  the 
highest  level,  that  legislation  be  enacted  whenever  necessary  and 
cooperation,  indeed  international  cooperation,  be  sought  as  in  the 
case  of  aircraft  design  and  maritime  regulations  affecting  countries 
with  a common  problem. 
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SOCIAL  MEDICINE 


It  has  long  been  appreciated  that  the  practice  of  Medicine 
goes  beyond  the  hospital  services  for  the  rarer  diseases  or  the  general 
practitioner  services  for  the  much  commoner  complaints  affecting 
people.  It  requires  a complete  understanding  of  the  person  who  is 
part  of  his  family,  who  lives  in  an  environment  which  greatly  influences 
his  health  and  who  lives  within  a community  of  which  he  is  a social 
part.  Yet,  public  health  and  preventive  medicine  have  not  always 
been  of  great  concern  to  the  medical  profession  as  a whole,  neither 
have  they  been,  so  it  would  seem,  to  former  generations  of  legislators. 

But  changes  are  coming.  Prevention  being  better  than  cure 
is  not  just  a cliche,  it  is  a fact  of  life  and  therefore  a fact  pre-eminent 
in  the  protection  and  promotion  of  health.  Action  against  ill-health 
does  not  end  with  the  discharge  of  a patient  from  hospital  or  his  exit 
from  a doctor’s  surgery  but  continues  within  his  home  surroundings 
and  within  his  community  environment.  As  health  is  indivisible 
so  health  services  are  now  to  be  amalgamated  in  a union  between 
preventive  and  social  medicine  and  the  hospital  and  general  practitioner 
services. 

It  is  envisaged  that  the  speciality  of  Public  Health  is  to  be  re- 
named Community  Medicine  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
be  restyled  as  the  Consultant  Community  Physician.  Though  all 
are  agreed  with  the  proposed  amalgamation  of  the  three  services, 
there  are  some  who  are  sincere  in  their  disappointment  of  the  proposed 
changes  in  titles. 

I cannot  forsee  that  any  re-arrangements,  however  well  con- 
ceive I,  could  be  complete  without  local  authorities  having  the  facility 
of  a medical  adviser  whose  duties  must  be  defined  by  statute  if  they 
are  to  have  any  practical  value.  So  long  as  social  services  are  in  the 
final  analysis  governed  by  finance  — and  this  will  be  the  case  perm- 
anently — so  will  social  facilities  on  health  grounds  require  the  assess- 
ment, judgement  and  advice  of  a doctor  specialising  in  this  field. 
Authorities  responsible  for  slum  clearance,  allocation  of  council 
accommodation  on  grounds  of  need,  sewerage  schemes  on  public 
health  grounds,  or  clean  water  supply  can  hardly  be  divorced  from 
medical  guidance,  to  mention  only  some  of  the  aspects  of  local  govern- 
ment work.

Of  the  570  births  notified  in  the  Cardiff  Rural  area  only  38 
took  place  at  home  which  shows  that  the  preference  during  recent 
years  for  babies  to  be  born  in  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  continues. 
Figures  published  in  a recent  survey  show  that  Wales  already  has  the 
highest  percentage  of  hospital  births  in  Britain  - 88.9  per  cent  compared 
78.6  per  cent  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Cardiff  Rural  area  was  11 
per  1,000  live  births;  for  rural  districts  it  was  17  and  for  the  Admin- 
istrative County  the  rate  was  21. 

Peri-natal  Mortality 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  (i.e.  stillbirths  and  deaths  under 
1 week)  was  14  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  compared  with  23  for 
rural  districts  and  27  for  the  Administrative  County.

The  following  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received 
during  1970.  There  were  100  cases  of  measles,  11  cases  of  infective 
jaundice,  9 cases  of  food  poisoning,  2 cases  of  acute  meningitis,  1 case 
of  scarlet  fever  and  1 case  of  whooping  cough.  Two  cases  of  measles, 
1 case  of  infective  jaundice,  3 cases  of  food  poisoning  and  2 cases  of 
acute  meningitis  were  treated  in  hospital.  3 cases  of  tuberculosis 
brought  the  total  notifications  during  the  year  to  127. 


Tuberculosis 

During  the  year,  4 names  were  added  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Register.  2 were  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  2 were  non- respiratory 
tuberculosis.  Of  these,  3 were  new  notifications  and  the  fourth  was 
transferred  to  Cardiff  Rural  District  from  another  area. 

We  were  informed  that  6 names  could  be  removed  from  the 
Tuberculosis  Register,  4 persons  had  receovered,  one  had  moved 
out  of  the  area  and  there  was  one  death. 

A close  contact  is  maintained  between  the  Health  Department, 
Chest  Physicians  and  the  staff  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  all 
matters  relating  to  tuberculosis  and  environmental  conditions.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  for  drinking,  domestic  and  industrial  purposes  in  the 
Council’s  district  is  provided  by  three  water  undertakings,  namely, 
Cardiff  Corporation  Waterworks,  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  and 
Taf  Fechan  Water  Board.  The  water  supplied  by  all  three  is  whole- 
some and  of  a good  standard  purity. 


Samples  are  taken  regularly  for  bacteriological  examination 
at  various  points  throughout  the  district  and  a report  on  the  samples 
is  submitted  each  quarter  to  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Council. 
641  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and,  of  these,  only  14  samples 
proved  unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed 
up  by  further  samples,  increased  chlorination  and,  where  it  was  found 
necessary,  repairs  were  carried  out  at  reservoirs. 


The  Water  Engineer  and  Manager  of  Cardiff  Corporation 
informs  me  that  there  have  been  586  new  connections  to  mains  water 
supply  in  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  during  1970. 


A table  as  requested  by  the  Ministry  circular  appears  on  page  28a 
giving  particulars  of  dwellings  in  each  of  the  parishes  provided  with 
a public  mains  supply  of  water  and  those  dependant  on  wells,  springs, 
etc.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  number  of  dwellings  still  depending 
on  wells  or  springs  for  their  water  supply  is  very  small.

The  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  area  covering  the  above 
licensed  sites  is  expected  to  carry  out  at  least  one  routine  inspection 
of  the  sites  per  month.  Conditions  on  the  licensed  sites  have  main- 
tained a high  standard  throughout  the  year. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  in  the  area 
which  are  open  to  the  public.  One  is  located  at  Lavernock  Point 
Holiday  Site  and  the  other,  which  was  opened  during  the  summer 
of  this  year,  is  at  Fontygary  Bay  Caravan  Park.  During  the  summer 
months  regular  samples  are  taken  to  check  the  chemical  charateristics 
and  bacteriological  standard  of  the  water.  Samples  taken  during  the 
year  indicated  that  the  water  in  both  pools  was  satisfactory. 


SUMMER  CAMPING 

There  is  one  site  in  the  Council’s  District  where  people  who 
spend  their  holidays  in  tents  are  permitted  to  stay  for  short  periods. 
The  site  is  well  supervised,  has  an  adequate  supply  of  water  and  is 
provided  with  closet  accommodation.  Refuse  bins  are  provided 
and  the  site  is  generally  well  maintained.  This  is  not  a licensed  site. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 
Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960 


During  1970  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  a total  of  277 
routine  visits  to  all  types  of  food  premises  in  the  Council’s  District. 
The  visits  revealed  121  instances  where  the  occupiers  of  premises  did 
not  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
The  Public  Health  Inspectors  served  25  notices  in  respect  of  cont- 
raventions and  in  all  these  cases  the  contraventions  were  remedied 
by  informal  action. 

All  complaints  concerning  food  “not  of  the  nature,  substance 
or  quality”  demanded  by  the  purchaser  were,  after  preliminary  en- 
quiry, forwarded  to  the  County  Council,  who  are  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority,  for  investigation  and  any  action  considered  necessary.

MEAT  (STAINING  STERILISATION)  REGULATIONS  1960 
SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958.  MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  no  slaghterhouses  in  the  Council’s  District  where 
animals  are  slaughtered  for  sale  of  meat  to  the  public.  This  relieves 
our  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  a standard  statutory  duty. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

We  are  no  longer  a water  authority;  therefore  schemes  are  not 
directly  carried  out  by  the  department  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
of  this  Council. 

During  the  year  a sewerage  scheme  was  undertaken  in  High- 
light Lane,  Wenvoe. 
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ANTI-LITTER 


The  Council’s  policy  for  the  supply  of  litter  containers  is  as 
follows.  When  requests  are  received  in  the  Health  Department  as 
for  instance  from  Parish  Councils,  Residents  Associations  or  Local 
Members  for  litter  containers  at  certain  locations,  each  request  is  in- 
vestigated by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  district.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  then  reports  accordingly  to  the  Health 
Committee  whose  sanction  is  necessary  in  each  case  for  a new  place- 
ment. The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  undertakes  to  erect  or  place 
litter  containers  as  required. 

Replacement  of  litter  containers  at  sites  previously  agreed  by 
the  Health  Committee  is  carried  out  whenever  the  occasion  arises 
without  reference  to  the  Health  Committee. 

During  the  year  litter  receptacles  were  erected  in  the  parishes 
of  Peterston-super-Ely,  Tongwynlais,  Rudry,  Penmark  and  Welsh 
St.  Donats.  Eight  of  these  were  at  new  locations  and  6 bins  which 
had  been  damaged  or  had  disappeared  were  replaced. 

Refuse  collection  is  not  a function  of  the  Health  Department. 

PROVISION  OF  REFUSE  BINS 

The  Health  Department  supplies  refuse  bins  on  the  following 
basis.  On  payment  of  7/6d.  (38p)  a private  householder  may  rent  a 
refuse  bin  from  the  Council.  Bins  are  not  replaceable  under  5 years. 

Whereas  previously  Council  house  tenants  paid  3d.  per  week 
with  the  rent  and  purchased  a refuse  bin,  from  April  1970  bins  are 
now  supplied  free  of  charge  to  all  tenants  requesting  a bin.  One  bin  only 
is  supplied  to  a house  and  this  is  not  replaced  under  5 years.  If  a 
tenant  leaves  a property  the  refuse  bin  must  be  left  for  the  new  tenant. 

From  1st  April  to  31st  December  1970,  64  bins  had  been 
supplied  to  Council  house  tenants. 

DOMESTIC  PESTS 

Destruction  of  wasps’  nests  is  a service  provided  by  the  Health 
Department  and  greatly  appreciated  by  residents.  The  Council’s 
Pest  Control  Officer  undertakes  this  work  at  the  rate  of  10/-  (50p) 
per  wasp  nest  destroyed  though  the  service  to  the  public  is  free  of 
charge.  54  nests  were  destroyed  during  1970. 
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No  treatment  for  the  destruction  of  insects  is  undertaken  by 
the  department  but  any  person  troubled  by  insect  infestation  is  helped 
with  advice  on  suitable  insecticides  to  use.  The  department  deals 
with  a great  many  enquiries  annually  in  relation  to  ants,  cockroaches, 
flies  and  in  some  instances  bed  bugs. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Prevention  cf  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  requires  every 
local  authority  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  secure,  as  far  as  it  is  pract- 
icable, its  district  free  from  rat  and  mice  infestation. 

Private  houses  are  treated  free  of  charge  but  owners  of  business 
prenrses  and  farms  are  asked  to  enter  into  a contract  with  the  Council 
in  order  that  regular  visits  and,  where  necessary,  treatment  of  their 
premises  can  be  carried  out.  The  annual  cost  to  farmers  and  to 
owners  of  business  premises  is  low  and  it  is  gei  erally  felt  that,  where 
there  is  likely  to  be  infestation  from  rats  and  mice,  it  is  well  worth- 
while handing  over  the  responsibility  of  rodent  control  to  the  District 
Council.
